In the reign ot Queen Anne, a snhllcr, 


belonging to the marching regiment which 
was quartered in the city of Worccru-r, wna 
taken up lor desertion, and, \ifing tried '•}' a 
court-martial, was sentenced to be shot.— 
The Colonel and lieutenant-colonel, Inns; 
at that tim.- in London, the command of 
the regiment had descended in course to ilie 
niajor, a most cruel and inhuman man. 'J he 
day on which the descries v;o'- to be exe- 
cute;! having arrived, the regiment, as Is 
usual on these occasions, was drawn out to 
see the execution. 


It is the custom on these occasions for 


the scvcial corporals for this clicngrceaUe 
office j and wlu-n every one expected to see 
these lots as usual, they were surprised to 
find that the major had given orders that 
the prisoner should die by the hand of bis 
own brother, who was only a private man 
in the same company ; anil who, when the 
cruel order arrived, was taking leave o! his 
unhappy brother, and. with tears fast flow- 
ing, that expressed the anguish of his soul, 
was hanging for the 
last time about his 


ncvk. 


On his knees did the poor fellow bfg 


that he might not have a hand in his Lrolh 
ers death ; and the poor prisoner, foi getting 
for the moment his petitions to heaven, 
liegged to die by any hands but those of a 
brother. 
The unrelenting officer, however, 


could by no means be prevailed on to re- 
vo' e bis eiu. 1 sentence, though entreated to 
do so by every officer of thu regiment : on 
the contrary, he swore that the brother, and 
he only, should be the executioner, if it 
were merely for example's sake, to make 
justice appear more terriablc. 
When much 


time had been wasted in fruitless endeavors 
to soften the rigor of this inhuman sentence, 
the prisoner piej.art.-d to die, and the tjroih- 
to be the executioner.

The request being complied with, the 


city chamber that very night, drew up a 
very feeling and pathetic address to her 
Mejcsty, setting forth the unparalleled cru- 
elty of the deceased officer, and humbly en- 
treated her Majesty's pardon for both the 
brothers. 


'J'hebrothers were pardoned and discharg-
